NARRATIVE: 

On 01-04-19, at approximately 1630 hrs, I was contacted by Sgt. Parker who 
requested I respond to the Bisbee Jail as an inmate had reported she was forced 
to perform oral sex on the CCSO Chaplain ( Douglas Packer). I was told Lt. 
Heisner from the Bisbee Jail was the point of contact. I was also told there 
has not been a report generated yet as Packer has access to our Spillman system. 

As I was getting ready, Sgt. Parker called me back and advised Detective 
Davidson was on his way to assist with this investigation. 


Upon arrival at the Jail, Detective Davidson was already there. I went inside 
and spoke to Jail Corwnander Bradshaw. Commander Bradshaw briefed Detective 
Davidson and I on what he knew. We were told there were two (2) female inmates, 
i> K and E D making a report that Packer forced K 

to perform oral sex on him while D was made to watch. Lt. Heisner was made 

aware of this report and spoke to both of the inmates. Based 
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conversation with them it was decided to have a Detective respond. We were told 
Packer ejaculated and some semen got on Kf shirt and the floor. 

We were also told the inmates were being housed in the booking area to be 
separated from the Pod. They are being housed in the same room. I asked for 
them to be separated. 

At approximately 1749 hrs, I contacted CSI Kessler and asked her to respond to 
the Bisbee Jail with some Luminol. She told me she would head to the Jail as 
soon as she could. 

We talked about a location to interview the inmates where they would not be seen 
by other inmates. It was decided to interview them in the Transportation 
Office. 

Detective Davidson and I set up the Office so we could conduct an interview. 
Detective Davidson set up my computer so we could video record the interviews as 
well. 

At approximately 1800 hrs, we asked to speak to D' Lt. Heisner brought 

D into the Transportation Office. Detective Davidson turned on my camera. 

I turned on my Puma recorder. It should be noted Lt. Heisner stayed in the room 

so the female inmate would feel more comfortable, having another female in the 
room. This is a summary of the interview: 

D said she knew we wanted to talk to her, about what happened. She 

explained K had told her, the Chaplain was trying to touch her ( K ). 

She thought K was joking and she didn't believe K She said a lot 

of people have said the Chaplain brings them pizza and stuff, for doing things. 

She was asked if this was sexual favors and she said, "Yeah". 

She stated, K • started to tell her that the Chaplain was trying to kiss her 

and stuff. She said the last time she was with the Chaplain she told him she 
knew everything. Today she states the Chaplain pulled K. out. K: had 

been gone for a little while and Officer Nash approached her and told her the 
Chaplain wanted to see her. She didn* t know if K was back. When she 

entered the Chaplain* s office he started to tell them that nobody was going to 
believe them. K had told him she (D already knew everything. She 

stated that the Chaplain wanted them to ' make out* in front of him. She said 
she was in the corner and the Chaplain forced himself on K- 

D stated that K is her cellmate. She said K. told her about the 

Chaplain about two ( 2) weeks ago. K said the Chaplain tried to kiss her. 

She didn’t believe K because she is young and this isn* t the first time 

she (D has been here. She didn't believe it from the Chaplain. 

D went on to say she has been in the Jail three ( 3) times. She said 2015 

was the first, 2016 the second and this time in 2018. She said the first two 
( 2) times she was here she never talked to the Chaplain. She explained in 2015 
she was in jail for almost two ( 2) months. In 2016 she was here for three ( 3) 
weeks to a month. Now she has been in here since June of 2018. 

She said in 2015 and 2016 she heard that the Chaplain only ' took out* the young 
ones. He would bring them pictures of themselves on Facebook. She thought 
people were making this up. 

She said K told her the Chaplain tried to kiss her about two ( 2) weeks 

ago. Sometime between when she was told and today, the Chaplain pulled her out 
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to call her attorney. She said it was around lunchtime when he pulled her out 
to call her attorney, but her attorney wasn*t available. She waited in his 
office for about 20 or 30 minutes. 

While waiting, he (Packer) was talking "shit" about K: boyfriend. She 

then told the Chaplain that ' she knows everything- when K comes in here' . 

She started laughing because she didn* t believe it was true, until today. He 
inquired about what she was told? He asked if it was that he gave K 
pudding? He opened the cabinet and asked her if she wanted a pudding but she 
refused. He gave her some goldfish snacks and told her, that is what K 
does- K comes to his office to eat. She said she let it go. 

She said today the Chaplain pulled K out around 1300 hrs, and she was gone 

for over an hour. She indicated * count* ( Inmate count) is at 1400 hrs, and she 

didn* t get called out till after ' count* . When she got pulled out she went into 

the Chaplain's office. He (Packer) started laughing and said ' K told me 

you know everything' . She looked at K who was red. She asked K why 

she was red. Ki didn* t say anything and looked ' stuck* . He ( Packer) 

wanted them to kiss. He told her not to be shy and to have a seat in the 
corner. He then forced himself upon K in the other corner. 

D 1 indicated she saw K: give him a "blow job”. She indicated K. 

back was towards her. The Chaplain was standing up and she saw his penis. She 

described he had fat above his penis area. K: was on her knees and crying. 

She said when she saw his penis it was erect. He was the one who took his 
pants off. She said his pants were pulled down to his knees. He had underwear 
which were something blue and they were boxers. She estimated his penis was 
four (4) to five (5) inches long. 

D’ was asked if he ejaculated? She said he made her clean the floor. She 

added she had the kleenex. She said she might have some on her pants. She said 
he told her to get a kleenex and clean the floor while he was cleaning himself. 
She said the kleenex were in his trash can. 

D indicated that when the Chaplain ejaculated, K moved and this is 

how it got on the floor. She said it also got on K hand. She started 

cleaning and then cleaned K. . right hand. The Chaplain told them nobody 

was going to believe them as he has been here for 10 years. A lot of people 
have said stuff and nobody believes it. He said a lot of people have said 
T has been on her knees but nobody has believed it. 

D said after the Chaplain ejaculated, he went to his desk and cleaned his 

penis with a kleenex. He said, * good thing he opened a new box of kleenex 
today* . She saw him put the kleenex in the trash. His trash can is under his 
desk. This is when he told her to get some kleenex and clean the floor. 

K was still on her knees so she helped K clean herself. She said 

the kleenex she used to clean the floor was put in the trash can and the one she 
used to clean K arm, she kept. 

She said after cleaning, she as given a two ( 2) books and a rosary to take to 
the Pod. He told her S keeps trying to go into his office to get a book, 

but he doesn't want to pull her out. 


She was asked if Packer told them not to tell anyone? She said he was laughing 
and said nobody was going to believe them. She clarified, he said he has been 
here for 10 years and there has been a lot of 
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She was asked if K said anything while this was happening to her? She 

stated, 'K was just crying'. 

She said when Packer took them back to the Pod, they went to their room and 
waited for Officer Nash. While in their room they told L r E” about 

this incident. E is the one who told them Packer writes dirty letters 

to S * p. in Prison and puts money on her books ( commissary) . 

Officer Nash came in and they asked for a Female Officer. They were then pulled 
out of the Pod. 

D • was asked more questions about this incident. She said she saw Packer 
was trying to kiss K on her mouth when he had her in the corner. K 

was pulling away from him. 

She was asked to explain how Packer forced himself on K She said he 

grabbed her head and she was trying to pull back. 

She was asked about Packer's underwear. She said there was something blue and 
she was not sure if it was the lettering but it was blue. She said the 
underwear was boxer briefs. She described his pubic hair area as being ' kind of 
shaved' . 


We ended the interview with D 


Detective Davidson gave D gloves and asked her to remove the tissue from 

her shirt pocket. This tissue was placed into an envelope as evidence. Di 
was given a change of clothes and Lt. Heisner took her to the bathroom to 
change. D clothing was collected as evidence. 

At approximately 1834 hrs, we asked to speak to K K was brought 

into the Transportation Office. Detective Davidson turned on my camera. I 
turned on my Puma recorder. It should be noted Lt. Heisner stayed in the room 
so the female inmate would feel more comfortable with another female in the 
room. This is a summary of the interview: 

K said she knows why we wanted to speak to her. She said she was sexually 

assaulted/orally raped by the Chaplain here at Cochise County. 

K stated two ( 2) days ago the Chaplain was threatening her. He was 

telling her that he liked her and weird stuff like that. He sat on her, he was 
grabbing her boobs and trying to kiss her. She told him to get off of her and 
he said ' nobody will find out'. He was trying to get her to kiss him back. He 
grabbed the back of her head. She told him this was wrong of him and she has 
heard stuff about him. She went on to say, he always pulls her out and always 
tells her that he likes her. She was always afraid because she has been raped 
before. When she returned to the Pod she told D 


He pulled her ' out' again today and did the same thing. She told him that 
D knows about everything that is going on. He got upset, so he got on the 

phone and asked for D« to be brought to his Office. He told her, if she 

said anything nobody would ever believe them. There is no way after 10 years of 
his being here that they would believe them over him.

K was asked about Packer pulling her ' out* two (2) days ago. She said 

they were in his office and she was sitting in a yellow chair. He got on top of 

her. She described this as him straddling her by putting his legs over her 

legs. He was holding her down. She described this has him holding her arms. 

He kissed her on her lips. She described he was trying to make out with her, 

and he tried to put his tongue in her mouth. She turned and he started kissing 
her neck. He put his hand up her shirt and was grabbing her breast. She 
described him touching her nipple. He tried putting his hand down her pants, 
but she pulled it out. He was stronger than her and he kept going. He played 
with her vagina. She described him rubbing her vagina. She said this lasted 
less than a minute because one of the hall doors ' popped' and he got off of her. 


She told him, he wasn't going to get away with this. He replied, "We'll see 
about that". She indicated she was scared because he told her, he had done this 
before. 

She told us, there is a girl in prison ( P' he writes sexual letters to 

and he sends her money. He had told her, when females get out of Prison or 
Jail, they will call him and thank him for helping them. They will then want to 
repay him with sex. She indicated he told her this two ( 2) days ago. He then 
repeated it today after he got off of her, just in less detail. 


She told us, she hasn’t put in a request to see him in over 
her out of the Pod, without her asking.

She kept it to herself 
for a while, then she told D®BB®about it. D didn't believe her. 

We started to talk about what happened today. She said he pulls her out almost 
every day around 1330 hrs. She thinks this was about the time he pulled her out 
today. They were in his office and he was looking at her pictures on Facebook. 
He got really mad and wanted to know why she told D everything. She told 

him, this was wrong. He told her, she shouldn't have told D’ You 

shouldn't open your mouth because nobody will believe you guys. She said he 
forced himself on her again. She explained this was the same thing he did to 
her two ( 2) days ago. She pushed him off this time. He started kissing her 
again. He got off of her because another door ' popped' . She said the door that 
popped was the one furthest from the door to his office. She said an inmate 
walked down the hall and was at the door next to his office door. She started 
talking to this inmate and was asking about her boyfriend. She said Packer got 
mad and wanted to know why she still asked about her boyfriend. 

She said he then called for D e to be brought to his office. When D* 
arrived, he wanted to know what K had told her. D told him 

' everything' . He wanted them to * make out' in front of him, but they refused. 
This is when he got up and told her to suck his "dick”. She told him, "No". He 
grabbed her head and forced her to. She indicated he had his pants down 
already. He was standing in the corner away from the door. 

She was asked what her body position was when he made her perform oral sex? She 
said she was sitting down at first. She said she doesn* t remember the rest as 
she blacked out. She remembers D wiping semen off of her and they were 

both crying. 

She said she did see his penis and it was soft. She said there wasn't really 
any pubic hair. She described his underwear as being blue. She didn’t know 
what type they were. She said they were not like boxers as they were tight. 

She said his "dick" got hard, from her. He told her to suck his "dick" she 
said, "No". He put it in her mouth. She was on her knees as he forced her 
down. 

She was asked where the semen went when he ejaculated. She said all over her. 

She listed her hand, bracelet, arm, shirt and all over her mouth. She added it 
also got on the floor. 

She said after D wiped her off. Packer gave them rosaries. 

She said he told them he had to clock out before he took them back to the Pod. 

She indicated it was around 1500 hrs. She explained that when he let them out 
of his office. Officer Nash was exiting their Pod. They entered the Pod and 
went straight to their room. L E- came into the room and asked her 

what was wrong. she told her, "nothing". K said she started to cry and 

E pushed the issue. After a while, they told E- . E 

told them they had to report this incident. K told E‘ she wasn't 

going to tell anyone. They argued about it and E wanted to know why 

* he( " u wouldn't say anything. K said, because she is used to it. 

She said she thinks E told Officer N ash they needed to talk to hiltL 

Officer Nash came to their room and they told him they needed to speak to a 
female guard. 

They were taken out of the Pod and spoke to a female guard The

they were able to see something on Kingery's shirt. Digital images were taken. 
The light was then shone on her right arm and hand. They stated they could see 
something on her hand. Digital images were also taken of her hand. It should 
be noted 1 looked at the areas and was not able to see anything that well. 


CSI Kessler took swabs of K mouth to see if any semen was present. / 

was provided with another set of clothing. Lt. Heisner took her to‘the 
bathroom to change. K- clothing was collected as evidence. 


v offered to show us where in Packer's office this incident took place. 

Detective Davidson, CSI Kessler, Lt. Heisner, K? and I went to Packer's 

office. K pointed out where this took place. K. was then taken back 

to her Pod. 


CSI Kessler took digital images of the office. We collected the tissues that 
were located in the trash can. CSI Kessler mixed Luminol and then started 
spraying in the area K pointed out. It should be noted that the spray 

bottle stopped working and she was not able to finish spraying the floor. I was 
not able to see anything glowing or highlighted on the floor utilizing the black 
light/alternate light source. 


We went back to the front office and briefed Commander Bradshaw. I began to 
draft a Search Warrant for Packer's house to obtain his clothing and also an 
Order for Physical Characteristics to obtain his DNA. Once I completed these, 
Detective Davidson contacted Judge Poppe from JP#1. We were provided with his 
home address and were asked to meet him there. 

Detective Davidson and I drove to Judge Poppe's house. Judge Poppe reviewed and 
signed the Search Warrant and Order for Physical Characteristics. 

Detective Davidson, CSI Kessler and I went to the Sierra Vista Detective's 
Office. I called for a patrol unit to assist us while we served the Search 
Warrant. Deputy Gilbert came to my office and we briefed him on this Search 
Warrant. 

On 01-05-19, at approximately 0019 hrs, we arrived at Packer's house (• 

) . I knocked on the front door a couple of time and no one answered. At 
approximately 0024 hrs, I called Packer on the ' Chaplain* work phone. He 
answered, and I explained that I was at his front door and wanted him to meet 
me. He came to the front door. I explained that an allegation had been made

packaged as evidence. A list of items taken was given to Packer. 

I then explained to Packer that we had an Order for Physical Characteristics. I 
served him with the Order. I explained we were going to go to the Sierra Vista 
Detective's Office to obtain a buccal swab and to talk about this incident. 

Packer was secured in the back of Deputy Gilbert's patrol vehicle and he was 
transported to the Sierra Vista Detective's Office. 

At approximately 0052 hrs, we arrived at the Sierra Vista Detective's Office. 
Packer was taken into the conference room. 

Detective Davidson and I set things up for the interview in the conference room. 
My computer was set up and the camera turned on. I turned on my Puma recorder. 
T read Packer his Miranda Warnings from my Department issued Miranda card. 
Packer stated he wanted a lawyer. Detective Davidson obtained a buccal swab 
from Packer per the Order and this was placed into evidence. 

The interview was ended. 

Packer was placed under arrest and processed into the Sierra Vista Jail. 


Once more information is obtained a supplemental report will be completed.

NARRATIVE: 


On 01-05-19,1 assisted Detectives Borquez and Davidson, of the Cochise County 
Sheriff s Office with a residential search warrant, I was on regular duty and 
out on proactive patrol, when I was directed to respond to the Sierra Vista 
substation to meet with detectives. Once on scene, I was briefed of what my 
assignment would be. I learned I would be contacting Douglas Packer. No other 
details were disclosed. 


I later responded with in Sierra Vista, along with CCSO Detecitves 

Borquez and Davidson. Also present was CCSO Evidence Technician Kessler. At or 
around 0030 hrs, I arrived on scene and stood by on the south side of the home, 
while a knock on the front metal security door was done. There was no reply, so 
a phone call to Mr. Packer was done, which was answered by him. Moments later, 
Mr. Packer emerged from the front door. Detectives explained why we were 
present, and we entered the home. Mr. Packer was provided with a copy of the 
residential warrant, and warrant for physical characteristics. 

During the home search, I remained in the dining room, until I was tasked with 
collecting all items belonging to the Cochise County Sheriff* s Office. I walked 
east down a hallway and into a room best described as an office. There, I 
collected the following: 


CCSO handheld radio 
CCSO radio charging base 
CCSO badge "Chaplain” 

CCSO agency ID card 
CCSO building access card 
Several sets of office keys 
CCSO patrol unit keys 

Canyon Vista Medical Center access badge with CCSO name on it 

CCSO cell phone and case. NOTE: I put the phone into airplane mode and turned it 
off. All of the above collected items were put into the CCSO patrol unit for 
transport. 


Following this, I went with Mr. Packer and Detective Davidson to the patrol 
unit. I stood by as Mr. Packer removed his personal belongings from the vehicle. 
I saw Mr. Packer remove his personal CCSO hat, a windbreaker with badge and name 
stitched into it, a hands free cell phone holder, and an umbrella. 


Following this, I was asked to help carry paper evidence bags from the home, to 
CCSO Evidence Tech Kessler’ s' vehicle. Once this was done, I transported Mr. 

Packer from the scene, to the Sierra Vista detectives office, interview room. 

During transport, Mr. Packer did no speak. Once I had Mr. Packer in the 

interview room, I was cleared of any other duties. During this entire 

assignment, I had my body camera on and recording. Following my release from 

duty, I downloaded the footage to a disk, entered it into evidence, and gave it 

to Detective Borquez. ^ ^ /

NARRATIVE: 

On 01-05-19, I was contacted by Detective Davidson and told the Jail -was 
transporting D K to Banner UMC to have STD ( Sexually Transput ted 

Diseases) testing done.

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Upon arrival, I was told A EV was asking to make a statement in 

reference to the Chaplain. I was told I could speak to her in the law library. 
We went to the law library where I was able to set up my computer to video 
record the interview. 


At approximately 1514 hrs, A was brought into the law library. I turned on 

my Puma recorder along with the camera on my computer. This is a summary of the 
interview: 

A said she wanted to make a statement about the Chaplain. She went on to 

say she has been seeing him since 2016. She said she was arrested in April 2018 
and there was a time where he let her call her grandpa who has her son. She 
would start crying on the phone when they would tell her about her son. Packer 
used this to hug her and touch her in places she didn’ t want to be touched. She 
continued by saying, he told her, that another inmate (P ) told him, A 
and P have a bet on who can "make out with him first and who can get with 

him first”. She was in his office last week and before he let her leave, he 
kissed her. She added she was in his office before K* and D> He let 

her call her lawyer. He told her, he always does stuff for her and what does he 
get in return? What does he get out of doing things for her? When she tried to 
leave, he tried to kiss her and hold her. 

I explained to A she covered a lot and I would like to go over things in 

detail. 

She said in 2016 she was arrested in January and was in for six ( 6) months. She 
said she would see Packer regularly and nothing would happen. It wasn't until 
she got arrested in April of 2018 that things started happening. She left for 
rehab at the end of June and came back to the jail on November 6th. 

She was asked what her interactions with Packer were like since she was arrested 
in 2018? She said the father of her child is in prison. Packer would look the 

father of her child up and provide her with the address. He would also do 
things for her. She explained she has a private lawyer and she would call him 
from Packer’s office. She would also call her family. She added just by 
Packer's demeanor she could tell he wanted something more from her. She added- 
this was just by the way he touches you. 

Packer told her some of the girls are talking about him and what he's doing. If 
she was asked anything about him, she needs to not say anything about him 

hugging and touching her. If she did say something, they wouldn’t believe her 
anyway. 


was asked when was the first time he did something inappropriate to her? 
She said it was when she called her grandfather. She added there was a time 
efore this when she was crying on the phone and Packer said he would hug her if 
he could. she said when she talked to her grandfather, he was telling her how 
her son was doing, she started crying because she's not there with him right 
now. This is when he hugged her and started touching her. She said this 
happened sometime between April and June of 2018. 


She said this all occurred in his office. She said he hugged her, and his hand 
went up her leg. He was touching her on the inside of her thigh and went up to 
her vagina. He touched her vagina, but it was outside of her clothing. She 
told him she wanted to leave. He asked her why? she told him she was 
uncomfortable with this. She got up and started walking towards his door. He 
kept asking her why she wanted to leave? He then tc^^ Jfetae 
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She said he pulled her out another time. He told her some of the girls were 
saying stuff about him. If she was to ever be asked, she shouldn’t tell anybody 
what happened. This was to include the hugging and touching. If she was to 
tell it would be her word against his and they wouldn' t believe her anyway. She 
said this conversation took place in his office. 


She was asked why he pulled her out this time? She said it was a number of 
things. He would send letters to the father of her child in prison. She would 
give him the letter and he would mail it outside of jail. If she needed a 
stamped envelope or a phone call, he would take care of it. She felt by his 
body language and the way he was, he wanted something more from her. She said 
when she was in his office yesterday, he told her, he does everything for her 
and what does he get in return? 


She said she went into his office yesterday at 1030 hrs and left at around 1115 
hrs. She said she called her attorney who told her he hasn* t spoken to the 
prosecutor yet and to call him back on Monday. She said when it was ending, 
Packer gave her a hug and went to kiss her. She turned her head and told him 
she wanted to leave. He wanted to know why she wanted to leave, and 
she informed him she was not comfortable. She then went out into the hall. She 
said he did kiss her on the side of her face when she turned. She indicated she 
turned her head to the right and was kissed on the side of her face. 

She started talking about how Packer would make comments to her about her being 
"hot" or "sexy". This was between April and June of 2018. 

She then went into the comments about P* She said she spoke to P and 

P ■ denies saying ’ that 1 to Packer. She also said they never made a bet, and 
this never happened at all. 

We started talking about when Packer touched her. She said she was in Packer's 
office talking to her grandfather. At this time her son was four ( 4) or five 
( 5) months old. They were telling her how much her son weighed, what he was 
doing and that he was sick. She was sad she wasn't there. After she got off 
the phone, she was still crying. This is when he came over, hugged her and put 
his hand on her leg and kept moving up. She said his chair rolls, so 
rolled his chair next to hers. He was on her right side when he rolle p. 
was in his chair and put his arm around her. He put his rig d up to 

inside of her right thigh just above her knee. He slow y move h wanted 

her vagina. After he touched her vagina, she looked at him and said she 
to go back. He asked why, and she replied she was not comfortab . 

She was asked why she didn't tell anybody? She said she ' word against his 
anybody, and she believed him when he told her it would be 

word. packer?

She went on to say she knows T . C! and when T got out last 

time, she was staying at Packer's mothers-in-law's house. She said T? is in 

prison now. 

She would have never said anything if the girls wouldn* t have reported 
yesterday. 

I ended the interview with Ai 

I asked to speak to L E’ next. At approximately 1538 hrs, L 

came into the law library. I turned on my Puma recorder along with the camera 

on my computer. This is a summary of the interview:

L said she knew I wanted to talk to her about what is happening. I 

explained I wanted to talk about her interactions with K? and D after 

they came back from the Chaplain's office. 

She explained she was with D watching T. V. when the guard came in and 

called D to the Chaplain's Office. She thought this was weird because 

K hacin't come back from the Chaplain's office. She added K and 

D are her friends and the only people she hangs out with. 

D’ leaves and they are gone for a long time. When they came back, they 

didn' t look happy. She asked K what was wrong. D < started crying. 

She shut the door and wanted to know what was wrong. K started saying 

please don't tell her. She said K: was crying. She tried to find out what 

was going on.

I ended the interview with X. 

At approximately 1813 hrs, I was contacted by Jail staff at Banner UMC. I was 
told Banner UMC performed a sexual assault examination. I spoke to someone from 
Banner UMC to contact the Tucson Police Department (TPD) to see if they could 
pick up the sexual assault kit and store it for us. 

I contacted TPD who said they would send someone to pick up the kit and store it 
for us. 

On 01-07-19/ at approximately 0830 hrs, I returned the Search Warrant and Order 
of Physical Characteristics to JP#1. 

At approximately 0935 hrs, Sgt. Parker contacted me about Probation Officer 
(P.0. ) Deborah Syphurs having a female on probation who was receiving Facebook 
Messenger messages from Packer. I contacted P. 0. Syphurs who told me the person 
in question was C . E' .. c: reported she had messages on her 

phone. She said C was not in her office, but she would provide her phone 

number. P. 0. Syphurs went on to say she has another person ( K. D on 

probation who has reported Packer would message her as well. D thought it 

was creepy. P. 0. Syphurs also told me. Packer volunteered his mother in laws 
house as a residence for Tt C while she was on probation. P. 0. 

Syphurs thought this was unusual, but Packer said he wanted to help her. T 
ended up absconding from probation and is now in orison. P. 0. Syphurs said she 
would send me an e-mail with C and K. phone numbers. 

I went into my office and saw I had a voice message. This message was from 
Mi A] At approximately 1006 hrs, I called A back. I turned on 

my Puma recorder. This is a summary of the phone conversation: 

A said she called because of the Chaplain. She retired out of the Jail in 

March of 2015. She said she was on light duty for a time as she had a knee 
replacement, so she worked in Control. She indicated this has been going on 
with the Chaplain for four ( 4) years. 


She said Packer would only take out young white females. She remembers two ( 2) 
of them who were M and A; L He would spend hours in his office 

with them. She said this is all logged. She reported this to a Supervisor 
because it was obvious. Packer would go to court appearances and come 

back angry at the prosecutor. 

After she reported this to the Supervisor, days later, she was moved to the 
graveyard shift. She advised that she reported this to Cpl. Rice. She thinks 
he might have told the *higher-ups* . 

She said she remembers these two ( 2) inmates as they were the only ones, he 
would pull out 1 daily* for hours. She thinks 
November of 2014.

I discovered M< ■ and L» were both in prison. 

I ended the call with A 

At approximately 1030 hrs, I received an e-mail from P. 0. Syphurs with 
phone number. 

At approximately 1035 hrs, I contacted the investigators at Perryville Women's 
Prison. I spoke to Officer Herrera who told me, if I wanted to interview 
inmates, I would need to type up a request on our Department Letterhead and send 
it to him. 


At approximately 1053 hrs, I contacted C via telephone. Cl said 

she was in Jail in January of 2018. Packer helped her because she had a DCS 
case going on. He would let her call her daughter. 

She said when she was in jail it wasn't quite to the extreme as when she got out 
of jail. They became Facebook Friends and he would contact her on Facebook. At 
first, he was going to help her get a vehicle. His mother was selling her 
vehicle because she is 85 and not driving it. This is why she kept him in her 
Contact's for as long as she did. 

He started making sexual remarks. He was telling her he could take care of her 
and they could run away together. She indicated some of his messages were a 
little more extreme/dirtier than others. Numerous times she told him she 
doesn't ’ look at him like that and he was a support system for her' . He would 
back off for a little bit, then he would come back and tell her he wanted to 
have sex with her. She would pull down her Notifications and see what he said, 
but she wouldn't respond. 

She said she deleted most of the messages because she constantly deletes stuff 
off her phone. She said she does this because her phone gets cluttered. She 
indicated she has a few messages from the last couple of days he messaged her, 
but she doesn't think any of them are sexual. She noticed that after the last 
message- he blocked her. She said all the messages were on Facebook Messenger. 

I explained to C we could possibly do an extraction on her phone to see 

if we could recover any deleted messages. She stated she would bring her phone 
down to the Office. 


The phone call was ended. 


CI brought her phone to the Sierra Vista Detective's Office and Detective 

McGeoghegan did a forensic extract of the phone. He were not able to recover 
any Facebook Messages. 


I had C log into her Facebook account on my Office computer. She brought 

up the Facebook messages with Packer. I was able to capture these messages and 
save them. C told me, I should probably speak to » N she also 

spent some time in Packer's office. 


At approximately 1145 hrs, I

e went into the conference room where I set up my computer. I turned on my 
Puma recorder and the camera on my computer. This is a summary of the 
interview: 


' said she knows I wanted to talk to her about Chaplain Doug Packer. 

K said she has been in the jail several times and Packer is a really nice 
guy. He has never been inappropriate but has said some inappropriate things. 

She was asked what these things were? She said when she was in jail, she was 
pregnant. He told her she looked stressed. He asked if she knows how to get 
rid of stress? She inquired how? He told her to go in the shower and 
masturbate. She said she just laughed it off and asked to use the phone. 

She said when she was in Prison, he would write her once a week and one time he 

put money on her books. When it was close to her getting released, he provided 

his number and wanted her to call when she got out. 

She stated that he would send her letter's from the Jail. When she would write 

him back; she sent the letters to the Jail. She said she still had the letters 

and she will bring them to me. 

She said that even when she wouldn’t request to go to his office, he would call 
her to his office. She advised that she used the phone in his office. 

She states that she heard rumors about the Chaplain. She said people would make 
up rumors about her since she would go to his office a lot, but they weren't 
true. She said he never even tried anything with her. 


She stated she never heard of him doing anything inappropriate with anyone. 

She said there was this girl ( Ti ) whom she was at a ' half-way house' with. 
T i moved out of the half-way house to Packer's mother-in-law’s house. She 

went on the say Packer would talk about T a lot, that he knew her outside 

of the Jail. 

She denied that he hugged her or touched her inappropriately. 

She mentioned J- B. as someone who would go to his office a lot. 

She also mentioned Ai D as someone who would go to his office a lot. 


I ended the interview with K< 

CSI Kessler and I processed evidence and prepared items to be taken to the AZ 
DPS Lab. 

At approximately 1615 hrs, I drafted another search COCHfiSfCCJCJN 
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to obtain his personal cell phones and computers. I presented this search 
warrant to Superior Court Judge Elledge. Judge Elledge reviewed and signed the 
search warrant. 

Sgt. Parker, Detective Davidson, CSI Kessler and I went to and 

served the search warrant. We knocked on the door and Packer answered. We 
served him with the search warrant and started collecting items. A cell phone, 
iPad Mini, two ( 2) computers and some thumb drives ( external drives) were taken. 

We provided Packer with a copy of the search warrant and seized items inventory 
list. 

Once more information is obtained a supplement will be completed.

On 1/4/2019 at approximately 1803 hours Det. Borquez contacted me and fo:r me t<o 

respond to the Bisbee jail for a case assignment. COC/t »!bL L-UUlM l T 

I arrived on scene at approximately 1843 hours and / S VCpf' C 
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was advised there was a report of the Chaplain sexually assaulting a fema: 

needed to check the Chaplain’s office carpet for semen. 


inmate and that we 


Prior to going to the Chaplain's office, we met with an inmate, K? , to use 

a black light to find any semen on her person. I photographed the areas that 
appeared to light up with the black light; however, due to the darkness in the 
room the camera was not picking up what I could see. There appeared to be a spot 
on the front of her shirt in between her breasts area. There were speckles on 
her right hand and on her right forearm. More photographs were taken with no 
black light and you could see what appeared to be semen on her right thumb nail. 
We took the inmate's bracelet ( 1525-4) and when she disconnected the bracelet to 
take it off you could see flaky, dried, off white colored substance on the 
bracelet that was photographed, which is believed to be semen. The bracelet was 
taken as evidence. 


After photographs were taken I took swabs of the inmate's right hand, left hand, 
lower left and lower right inside the inmate's mouth (1525-5, 6, &7) . Lt. 

Heisner took the inmate to change out of the clothes she was wearing and 
collected them as evidence (1525-8, 9, and 10). I was also given items 1525-1, 

2, and 3 which were collected before my arrival by Det. Davidson. 

The inmate was taken to the Chaplain's office to show us where the sex offense 
took place. She advised she was in the corner between two book cases when the 
incident occurred. She was transported back to her cell after giving the 
location of the offense. I took entry photographs of the Chaplain's office and 
the trash can with several Kleenex' s on top; in which the victim stated the 
Kleenex was used by the Chaplain to clean up. 

Luminol was sprayed in the area believing to be where the semen would be with 
negative results. It should be noted that the following day Det. Davidson found 
the possible semen stain and took swabs of the area. I then took photographs of 
the tissue in the trash can and collected all the tissues on top ( 1525-11 & 12) . 
Once the tissue was removed there was an old tissue box folded up in the trash 
along with chocolate pudding cups and Pepsi cans, which were given to the 
inmates by the Chaplain according to the victim. I photographed the box and then 
photographed the new Kleenex box ( 1525-13) on the desk. We collected the new box 
of Kleenex as evidence. 


The office was searched for anything important with a few cabinets being locked 
and unable to open. The area in which the offense took place was measured and 
photographed. 

I stood by at the jail while a search warrant was being written for the 
suspect's residence, Sierra Vista. Once the warrant was signed 

Det. Borquez, Det. Davidson, and I cleared the jail at approximately 2336 hours 
and went back to the Sierra Vista Detectives Office to drop off evidence from 
the Bisbee Jail and brief before going to tor the residential 

search warrant. 


I arrived on scene at at approximately 0019 hours. I took 

photographs of the front of the residence. I was then given clothing from Det 
Borquez that was going to be seized. Items ( 1525-SWl through 1525-SW4) were 
clothing items taken from the Chaplain’s residence as items worn that day. I 
inventoried all evidence, packaged all items, and placed them into my County 
vehicle for transport. 


On 1/7/2019 Det. Davidson 
entered the evidence into

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Detective's Evidence room. I photographed all clothing taken on 1/4/2019. Item 
1525-SW1 was turned inside out and a white in color stain which was photographed 
without and with a ruler. All items were photographed on the inside for any 
other evidence with negative results. 

On 1/7/2019 at approximately 1635 hours I was advised of a second search warrant 
at . for electronic devices. Upon arrival I took entry photographs 

of the residence. As evidence was located I photographed the items with number 
placards, inventoried the items, packaged the items, and then placed them in my 
County vehicle to be transported to the Sierra Vista Detectives Evidence room. 
Items 1525-SW5 through 1525-SW9 were taken as evidence. 

On 1/10/2019 I met with Det. Borquez, Det. Davidson, and ACA Lori Zucco at the 
Bisbee Jail to search the Chaplain's office and collect new items. Items 1525-14 
through 1525-17 were taken as evidence. The items were packaged and transported 
back to the Sierra Vista Detectives Evidence room. 

On 1/18/2019 I scanned items 1119-5 and 1525-15 to Detective Borquez. 

On 1/22/2019 I scanned mail (items 0622-1 through 0622-4) to Detective Borquez. 

All evidence was entered into Spillman.

K; . said she spoke to L after Packer was arrested. Li said she still 
had cards from Packer that were weird. They talked about how their feelings or 
hunches were right and this was confirmation on the vibes they got.

She 
said she heard stuff about M M He talked dirty with her and heard 

they had sex. She didn't hear that it was forced or anything. 

She stated that she didn't have the perception of him like that. He helped 
H and her with their books. He just helped them. 

She said the last time she was in the County Jail she heard he was a creep. 

When she went to his office, she was happy to see him because he helped her a 
lot.

On 02/11/19, I transferred custody of the above-mentioned evidence items ( 10 
digital devices) to the digital forensics lab for examination along with the 
corresponding search warrant. 

I looked over the copy of the JP-5 search warrant SW201900002 ordering the 
examination of the digital devices. Det Borquez requested I conduct a forensic 
examination of the digital devices and provide him the results to be reviewed 
for possible evidentiary value to his investigation. 

The following is a summary of the examination conducted: 


Item 1525-SW5: 

On 02/12/19, I conducted an external examination of this phone and found it to 
be turned off and with a completely depleted battery level. A charging cable 
was connected to the phone and it was charged utilizing a standalone charger. 
After charging to approximately 50 percent capacity, I powered on the phone and 
ensured it was placed into airplane mode before further examination. I was able 
to utilize the Cellebrite UFED 4PC system to perform a successful logical 
extraction of the phone's content. The extraction was started on 02/12/19 at 
0844 hours, and concluded on 02/12/19 at 0907 hours. 


Item 1525-SW8: 

On 02/12/19, I conducted an external examination of contents of the evidence bag 
and found it to contain the following devices; Silver in color PNY 1GB USB 
Drive, black in color Dell 128MB USB Drive, black in color pistol shaped USB 
Drive, blue in color e-studio USB Drive, orange in color MGM USB Drive, black in 
color FM Audit USB Drive, White and Blue Police Chaplains USB Card, and White 
and Black Police Chaplains USB Card. I was able to utilize the PhotoRec Data 
Recovery Utility to perform a successful data recovery extractions of all but 
one of the aforementioned devices. The black Dell 128MB USB Drive could not be 
extracted with PhotoRec, however, data was recovered utilizing Cellebrite UFED 

4 PC.

, n n2/12 /i 9 I conducted an external examination of this phone and found it to 
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ensured it was placed into airplane mode before further examination. I was able 
to utilize the Cellebrite UFED 4PC system to perform a successful physical 
extraction of the phone’s content. The extraction was started on 02/12/19 at 
1456 hours, and concluded on 02/12/19 at 1501 hours. 

Det Borquez did not request any analysis be performed with the extracted data. 

I generated a UFED reports containing the entire content of all the extractions. 

Additionally, all of the data recovered using PhotoRec were placed into file 
folders for analysis. The UFED reports and recovered data files was then 
transferred to an external hard drive and provided to Det Borquez. 

The original extractions for the device referenced are maintained by the 
examiner on the computer from which the extractions were performed, or on 
external storage devices. All evidence items were placed into the detective's 
evidence room.

crying every time. 

We started to talk about when he tried to kiss her. She said he was looking 
down at her and she knew he wanted to kiss her.
